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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 

Receipt of the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) under 37 C.F.R. 1.1 14 and the 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), both filed 03/09/10 is acknowledged. 

Claims 30, 47-50 and 52-56 are pending in this action. Claims 30, 47-50 and 52-56 are 
allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 09 March 2010 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 03/09/10 was filed after the 
mailing date of the Notice of Allowability on 12/10/09. The submission is in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being 
considered by the examiner. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 30, 47-50 and 52-56 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for allowance are that the prior art of record (Wisotzki - U.S. Pat. 
No. 4,900,545) does not disclose nor teach a method of protecting a keratinous fiber from 
extrinsic damage comprising applying to the keratinous fiber a composition comprising xylose or 
a derivative thereof (oxidized derivatives, imines, hemiacetals, hemiketals, dimmers and 
oligomers of xylose) to result in the properties claimed by Applicant. Namely, the prior art does 
not disclose nor teach application of xylose and or derivatives thereof to result in a protected 
keratinous fiber having a (a) dry tensile strength of at least about 950 J/m 2 ; (b) a wet tensile 
strength of at least about 275 J/m 2 ; and (c) an alpha structure of at least about 7.5 J/g. 

The Information Disclosure Statement filed 03/09/10 has been considered. The 
references cited therein are not deemed pertinent to preclude patentability of the instant claims. 
Accordingly, the instant invention is rendered patentable.
